Borah Is Directed, 14 to 2, 
to Lay Treaty Before 
senate Today. 


MOSES WILL SUBMIT

Action Before Holiday Recess 
Doubted; Delay Likely Also 
on Navy Bill.

The Kellogg peace pact got out of one 
trench yesterday, but it is unlikely that 
it will get out of the Senate before 
Christmas ané@ there is no assurance. 
either, that the naval cruiser measure 
will. By a vote of 14 to 2 the Senate 
foreign relations committee directed 
Senator Borah to report the treaty. 

Senators Reed of Missouri, and Bay- 
ard of Delaware, voted against it, while 
Senators Moses of New Hampshire, and 
McLean of Connecticut, simply voted 
present. Afterward, Senator Moses 
went off to revise his separate resolu- 
tion which would give a Senate inter- 
pretation of the treaty and it is under- 
stood that the revision is to be reported 
out of the committee without recom- 
mendation. 


Moses Plan in Doubt. 

This is considered somewhat of a vic- 
tory for Moses, as he will at least get 
some kind of a measure to the floor 
Just what his revised resolution is to be 
remains to be seen. 

It may be that it will be confined to 
upholding the Monroe Doctrine, and 
may be phrased more in the light of the 
League of Nation’s attention to the 
present Bolivian-Paraguay dispute than 
as a direct reference to the Kellogg 
pact, in which event it might pick up 
considerable support. 

Senator Borah is expected to report 
the treaty to the Senate today, although 
he has no disposition to deny the re- 
quest of the cruiser proponents that 
they be permitted first to call the naval 
bill up. 

Goff Delays Progress. 

Whether Borah can gracefully hold 
up the treaty long enough for this, 
however, is problematical in view of 
yesterday’s happenings on the Hawes’ 
prison ‘labor bill, which must be dis- 
posed of, in some way or another, be- 
fore the cruiser people get an opportun- 
ity to be heard. 

Senator Goff, of West Virginia, who 
seldom lifts his voice unless there are 
constitutional points at stake, has per- 
ceived such an issue in the prison labor 
bill, and he dwelt upon it at length, 
ait such length, that when the Senate 
adjourned the subject was still pend- 
ing and will probably be pending al 
the end of this Senate day. 

Even when this measure is disposed 
of there is expected to be considerable 
talk on the cruiser bill, so if it is to 
be passed before the Christmas recess 
Saturday, the Senate will have to show 
some unwonted facility. 


Nerves Getting on Edge. 


In the meantime, the nerves of the 
cruiser people on the one hand and 
those of the treaty senators on the 
other, are getting close to an edge, and 
in the collective state of mind there is 
the possibility of a clash if one of the 
measures is not disposed of shortly or 
a definite agreement on _ procedure 
reached. 

It is hard to draw a line between 
the two camps and at many points they 
interlock, but there is a group that 
is primarily for the cruiser bill and 
another group that has taken the 
treaty to its breast.

Issues Note to Kellogg 
Accepting Offer Here 
for Mediation. 


INQUIDY INTO ATTACK 
FIRST IS PROPOSED 


Briand Also Notified of Step; 
Conference to Begin on 
Work This Morning. 


La Paz, Dec. 18 (A.P.).—The foreign 
office tonight made public its note to 
Secretary Kellogg as president of the 
Pan-American conference in Washinge- 
ton accepting the good offices of that 
body. 

The note read: 

“This is to say that the Bolivian 
Government accepts the good offices of 
the conference for conciliation and ar- 
bitration over which you preside. 

“In this regrettable conflict created by 
the unjustified aggression on the part 
of Paraguay, the Bolivian Government 
limits itself to the stand imposed by 
the unescapable necessity to protect her 
dignity and sovereignty and to conform 
to the most rigid principles of interna- 
tional practice. 

“Bolivia has not mobilized her army, 
as the conference knows. Paraguay 
after attacking Bolivia, and for the pur- 
pose of minimizing the gravity of their 
offense, immediately took recourse to 
and solicited application of the Gondra 
pact which had not been ratified by 
Bolivia, and which it was not possible 
to accept because of the serious crisis 
in public opinion in my country caused 
by that act of violence. 

Urges Attack Inquiry First. 

“On entering upon your good offices. 
Bolivia requires that you investigate in 
the first place the attack on Fort Van- 
guardia without involving in the pre- 
liminary inquiry the questions at the 
bottom of the dispute, which have been 
entrusted to arbitration within the pro- 
cedure established by the Argentir: 
Suggestion of December, 1927, an 
which was accepted by both countrie

“Bolivia accepts the good offices ot 
the conference of conciliation and ar- 
bitration, renders homage to the spirit 
of the Americas and reiterates her ad- 
hesion to the principles oi Justice 
which inspired her conduct and policy.

Briand Is Also Notified. 


The foreign office tonight offically 
informed President Briand of the 
council of the League of Nations of 
Bolivia’s acceptance of the good ofMices 
of the Pan-American conference and 
reiterated her intention to conform 
with international obligations. The 
note said: 

“I have the honor to inform your 
excellency that in accord with the lofty 
suggestions from the league council the 
Bolivian government has accepted the 
good offices offered by the conference 
for conciliation and arbitration meete 
ing in Washington. 

“Bolivia begs leave to point out the 
constancy with which once more she 
maintains her loyal submission to in- 
ternatignal pacts. In accepting the 
good offices of the Washington confer- 
ence she will request in the first place 
an investigation of the attack on Fort 
Vanguardia, without taking up the 
fundamental questions at the bottom 
of the dispute. These are being sub- 
mitted to arbitration on concretely 
defined points. 

“My government has declared con- 
stantiy, and reiterates now, that her 
attitude has not provoked conflict and 
has been maintained within the most 
severe standards of international law.

The Bolivian government’s formal 
acceptance of the proffer of good of- 
fices from the Pan-American confer- 
ence reached Secretary of State Kel- 
logg, chairman of the conference, at 
8:30 o'clock yesterday evening. After 
receiving the Bolivian note Secretary 
Kellogg made this statement: 

“The chairman of the International 
Conference of Concillatlion and Arbl- 
tration has received the acceptance of 
Bolivia of the offer of ood offices of 
the conference. 

“As Paraguay has already accepted 
the offer of good office. the matter is 
now in the hands of the conference.” 

With acceptances trom both Para- 
guay and Bolivia the special commit- 
Lee formed to deal with the threatened 
war crisis between these two nations 
willl meet this morning. Whatever sug- 
gestions this committee may .. ke as 
a next move will be communicated to 
the full conference which is expected 
io meet in plenary session and receive 
the committee’s report. 

Unless unforeseen complications 
siould arise, the developments of to- 
day will pave the way for snuffing out 
‘he last sparks of threatened war 
©onflagration and opening the gate to 
® process of conciliation in which 
representatives of Bolivia and Para- 
quay may participate. 

Fake Part. 

Senor de Medina, the Bolivian Min- 
ister, and Dr. Ayala, the delegate from 
Paraguay, have both been invited to 
hecome members of the special com- 
rilttee which is dealing with their dis- 
pute and it is now hoped that each 
wlll be in a position to accept the in- 
Fitation. 

The conference here will not attempt 
to do more than guide Bolivia and 
Paraguay toward a course of their own 
cnoosing to settle the acute controversy 
arising out of the border clash. 


Not In Arbitrator’s Role. 


Proffer of good offices does not mean 
that the conference will undertake to 
pass on the merits of the dispute or 
assume the role of arbftrator. It will 
be for Bolivia and Paraguay, under the 
guidance of the conference, to agree 
upon some machinery to be intrusted 
with the task of conciliation. 

The conference here will not under- 
take to deal with the boundary dispute 
of long standing between the two 
countries as this matter is being 
handled under the auspices of the 
Argentine Government at Buenos Aires. 

But the all-important fact remains 
that the profier of good offices by the 
conference has been the means of ac- 
Lually preventing a war which loomed 
a5 inevitable and had actually pro- 
duced the initial clashes between op- 
posing forces.

Paris, Dec. 18 (A.P.).—TNat the Pan- 
American Conference at Washington 
may successfully mediate the Bolivian- 
Paraguayan dispute and that the 


League of Nations may not be further 
obliged to intervene was both the out- 
look and hope in Paris tonight. 

League circles here based this expec- 
tation on Paraguay’s acceptance of 
the Pan-American good offices and on 
the expectation that Bolivia will fol- 
low suit if indeed she hag not already 
done so. 

Apparently nothing official had 
reached Paris concerning Bolivia’s at- 
titude on this point, Foreign Minister 
Briand, president of the league coun- 
cil, spent the biggest part of the day 
grappling with the §South American 
dispute. He began by going through re- 
ports from the French diplomatic rep- 
resentatives in South America and 
continued by examining all aspects of 
the situation at a luncheon which he 
gave to Sir Erie Drummond, secretary 
of the league, and Count Quinones ce 
Leon, Spanish Ambassador to France. 
He ended the day by successively re- 
ceiving the ministers of Bolovia and 
Paraguay, the Argentine charge d’af- 
faires, and Norman H, Armour, Amert- 
can charge d’affairs, 


Would Combine Efforts. 


M. Briand sought to learn exactly 
what was being done by the Pan- 
American Conference and by Argenr 
tina with a view to/determining the 
practicability of coordinating their ef- 
forts with those of the league and of 
having all these mediating influences 
cooperate instead of losing time in 
separate efforts,

Acceptance by Bolivia and Paraguay 
of the good offices of the conference 
excludes the league from further activi- 
ties in this American dispute. Accord- 
ingly, the league is expected to regard 
the dispute as now fn safe hands and 
on the road to settlement. 

The delicate question of whether the 
league can interfere in disputes on the 
American continent without running 
the msk of offending American sensi- 
bilities and perhaps raising the Mon- 
roe doctrine issue has now presumably 
become a moot question,

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WOMAN BEING HELD 
IN JANITOR'S DEATH 


Sharp Instrument Fells Cus- 
todian of Former Gambling 
Suite in Hallway. 


PRIOR ATTACK IS ALLEGED 


In a hallway between two rooms of 
a recently raided gambling suite at 514 
Tenth street northwest the body of 
Joseph “Slim” Woodson, colored, 40 
years old, said to have been a porter 
at the alleged gambling house, was 
found shortly after noon yesterday 
The body was still warm when it was 
discovered by Garner Smith Barbour, 
30-year-old machinist, of 1734 Massa- 
chusetts avenue southeast. 

Woodson apparently had been hit 
over the head with a sharp-edged and 
heavy instrument as he was going 
from the rear to the front room with 
a broom and dustpan in his hands. 
Dr. 1. Rutkosky, of Emergency Hospi- 
tal, pronounced Woodson dead, and 
Coroner J. Ramsay Nevitt, after view- 
ing the body, placed the time of his 
death at about 9:30 or 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. 

Barbour was detained by headquar- 
ters detectives for investigation, and 
later in the day Ida Kelly, colored, 54 
years old, of 1415 N street northwest, 
was taken into custody and held for 
investigation. According to Barbour, 
the woman and Woodson were at one 
time friendly, but about a year ago she 
attacked him with a flatiron, which ne- 
cessitated the taking of ten stitches in 
his head. 

Woodson was last seen alive by WIill- 
iam Tibbs, janitor at the Teuth street 
address, when the porter visited the

Wurzbach Fights 


For Congress Seat 
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Charges Attempt to Steal 
Election in Oposing 


Certificate to Foe. 


Austin, Tex., Dec. 18 (AP).-—-Charges 
that an attempt was made to “steal 
the election” were urged upon the 
State election board today by counsel 
for Representative Harry M. Wurz- 
bach, Republican, as a reason why the 
board should take jurisdiction In his 
protest against the issuance of cefti- 
ficate of election to his Democratic 
opponent, Judge Augustus McCloskey, 
announced winner in the fourteenth 
Texas Congressional district. 

Arguing the question of jurisdiction, 
Hugh R. Robertson, former Federal 
district attorney of San Antonio, de- 
clared that the Secretary of State 
should not be compelled to certify the 
results of an election “based upon an 
illegal canvass and partly on fraud.” 
He referred to the fact that McCloskey 
has been indicted on chargés of alter- 
ing returns.

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PHIPPS' AID. SOUGHT 
FOR SCHOOL BOOKS 


Officials to Ask Senator. to 
Support Bill Providing 
Free Text Volumes. 


BALLOU GIVES REASONS 


School officials within the next few 
days will make further attempts to win 
the support of Senator Lawrence 
Phipps, of Colorado, in their fight for 
free tertbooks for all public school 
children. Senator Phipps has objected 
to consideration of the bill for this 
purpose each time it has come before 
the Senate, for reasons as yet unex- 
plained by him. : 

Dr. Frank W. Ballou, superintendent 
of schools, commenting on the pro- 
posed law, which will come up for con- 
sideration in the House following the 
Christmas Lolidays, said yesterday: 

“The purchase of textbooks puts a 
real financial burden on a_ limited 
number of public school pupils, which 
wi. be removed by enactment of this 
legislation. Our compulsory school at- 
tendance laws compel children to at- 
tend school regardless of the financial 
or social status of their parents, Un- 
der these circumstances I believe the 
State should provide the pupils with 
necessary textbooks and supplies.” 

In the school systems of this country, 
Dr. Ballou explained, there are three 
essentials, namely, the school plant, the 
teacher and the textbook. But the plant 
and the teacher are provided at public 
expense. [f public funds are to be used 
for this purpose--and few Americans 
now question such use-—-it seems only 
reasonable. he contends, that these 
funds should be used also for the third 
essential in the system, books. 

There Is a generally accepted Amer- 
ican principle, Dr. Ballou ~ id, that 
every boy and girl should have the 
opportunity of an elementary and sec- 
ondary school education, and that 
State and local moneys should provide 
for this opportunity. To make the op- 
portunity full and complete, he de- 
clared, the essential means of educa- 
tion should be provided free of cost to

(Treasury-Postoffice Supply 
Measure Approved; Now 
Goes to President. 


DEBATE ON BILL HEATED 


(Associated Press.) 

Congressional action on the $1,000,- 
000,000 Treasury-Postoffice supply bill 
was completed in the House yesterday 
after the Senate proposal to increase 
by $257,000,000, the prohibition en- 
forcement fund had been finally cast 
into the discard. This action came 
with approval of the conference report 
on the measure, which now goes to 
the President. 

The most heated debate of the House 
this session was precipitated by the 
discussion, but the conference report’s 
approval came without the formality 
of a record vote. It served only to get 
the views of a dozen members into the 
congressional record. 

The debate, however, brought from 
the wets the challenge that the drys 
did not dare to enforce prohibition 
upon their constituents and revived 
upon the floor some of the contentions 


that were fought out in the recent elec- 
tions. 


Speaker Gives Admonition., 


When the discussion approached at 
times the limits of debate fixed by the 
House rules, Speaker Longworth ad- 
monished the members to watch their 
utterances. 

This came during a speech of Chair- 
man Wood, of the House appropriations 
subcommittee, in charge of the meas- 
gure, when in defending the action of 
the conferees, he declared that the 
voters in the last election had regis- 
tered their approval of the prohibition 
laws. 

“I want to say to you that, on the 
other hand, had Al Smith been elected 
President of the United States, occupy- 
ing the position he has ever occupied 
with reference to this prohibition 
law,” he said, “there would have been 
ten times more yiolations, because every 
violator would have felt he had a

It i noteworthy that two of the 
Senators whom he called to the White

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BOULDER DAM BILL 
CENT TO PRESIDENT 


Coolidge Expected to Approve 
Measure for Colorado River 
Development. 


HOUSE VOTES, 166 TO 122 


(Associated Press.) 
Congress laid on the doorstep of the 
White House yesterday one of the most 


battle-worn legislative products of a 
decade, when the House put its stamp 
of approval on the measure popularly 
known as the Boulder Dam bill, 

In less than two hours’ time, given 
over to a final analysis of the measure 
by its proponents and a few parting 
shots by its old foes, the Senate 
amendments to the bill, paassed last 
session by the House, were adopted and 
the long controversy ended, for the 
time being, at least. 

The revised measure, calling for a 
$166,000,000 flvod control, irrigation 
and power project on che Colorado 
River, was passed by a roll call vote of 
166 to 122, but not until after its chief 
sponsor, Representative Swing (Repub- 
lican), California, had been given the 
scare of his life by a standing vote 
showing the motion to agree to the 
amendments to have been beaten, 77 
to 71. 

Party Lines Give Way. 


Party lines wete thoroughly shat- 
tered on the final vote which saved 
the measure the ignominy of further 
torture in conference and sent it 
forthwith to President Goolidge for his 
approval or rejection. 

The roll call showed exactly as many 
Republicans in favor of the revised 
bill as against Seventy-nine Republi- 
cans were joined by 85 Democrats, the 
lone Socialist member, Berger, of Wis- 
consin, and a Farmer-Labor member, 
Oarss, of Minnesota, in favoring adop- 
tion, while 43 Democrats lined up with 
79 Republicans in oppositiqn. Repre~

TRIALS DUE IN JANUARY 


Cleveland, Ohjp, Dec. 18 (A.P.).—At- 
torney General Edward C. Turner’s 
special grand jury struck out at al- 
leged fraud in the August primary 
election in Cleveland’ and Cuyahoga 
County for the third time late today 
amd returned secret indictments against 
six more election officials. 

As in its last previous report, the 
jury placed charges of ballot box stuf- 
fing, stolen ballots, improper tallies and 
other irregularities in the 26 indict- 
ments returned against the six persons 
today.

Today’s report increased the total 
number indicted to 37 as a result of the 
jury’s work to date. The jury was im- 
paneled last September by the attorney 
general acting under instructions of 
Gov. Donahey. Twenty-nine of the 
31 previously indicted have been ar- 
rested 

The jury’s first report brought about 
the removal of the former board of 
elections for nonfeasance itn office, This 
was done prior to the general election 
November 6

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Right to Purchase Liquor 
Faces Test in U. S. Court 


Broker Challenges Federal Authority to Arrest on Charge 
of Conspiracy; Decision, It Is Indicated, Will 
Establish Far-Reaching Precedent. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 18 (A.P.).—A 
challenge of the Government’s right 
under the Volstead act, to arrest on a 
charge of conspiracy persons who buy 
liquor for their own use was made in 
the United States District Court today 
when Alfred Norris, New York broker. 
formerly of Philadelphia, was ar- 
raigned on charges based on transac- 
tions with Joel D. Kerper, convicted 
bootlegger. 

Norris, through counsel, entered a 
plea of nolle contendre to the indict- 
ment, which charged him with con- 
splring with Kerper to transport liquor 
to him in New York. His counsel 
then attacked the validity of the in- 
dictment on the ground that the pur- 
chase of liquor is not an offense against 
the eighteenth amendment or the Vol- 
stead act. He said the buyer can not 
be punished by the prosecution “call- 
ing the purchase a conspiracy or some- 
thing else.” 

Judge William H. Kirkpatrick Indi- 
cated that the ultimate decision in the 
case would establish a precedent fixing 
the status of the purchaser of liquor. 
After two hours of argument by de- 
fense and prosecution, Judge Kirk- 
petrick requested written briefs of ar- 
gument on all the legal phases. 

“This case involves much more far 
reaching questions than the guilt or 
innocence of this particular defendant,” 
Judge Kirkpatrick said. 

Kerper, so called “soclety bootleg- 


ger.”” was brought from the Federal 
| Penitentiary at Atlanta to stand trial 


with Norris. He was sentenced last 
}September to fifteen months after he 
pleaded guilty to illegal possession and 
transportation and was: fined $20,000. 

When Kerper was arraigned with Nor- 
ris his counsel halted him from plead- 
ing to the charge of conspiracy, and 
filed instead a plea of “former jeopardy” 
based upon Kerper’s plea in September. 

Judge Kirkpatrick allowed the plea 
to stand while the case of Norris was 
argued, but later Kerper changed it to 
guilty when Judge Kirkpatrick indi- 
cated he would impose no further pen- 
alties, 

Norris was involved with Kerper 
when Federal prohibition agents raided 
his 5 gg on Seventy-second street, 
New York, last February. 

The New York authorities had been 
notified by employes of a railroad that 
a case containing liquor had been 
broken. It was consigned to the Nor- 
ris home. The agents repacked the 
liquor and ordered it sent to its desti- 
nation, followed it, and saw a maid at 
the Norris home receive it. 

That night the apartment was raided, 
the agents arriving in the course of a 
dinner party given by Norris’ daughter. 
Norris denied there was liquor on the 
premises, and later demanded the dis- 
charge of the agents of the Department 
of Justice.

Annapolis, Md., Dec. 18.—-Funeral 
services for Capt. Dennis Walbach Mul- 
lan, 85 years old, United States Navy, 
retired, who attained fame in the Sa- 
moan hurricane, will be held from St. 
Mary’s Catholic Church tomorrow 
morning at 10 o’clock with military 
honors. Burial will be in St. Mary’s 
Cemetery. 

A native of Annapolis, Capt. Mullan 
was born in November, 1843. He grad- 
uated from the Naval Academy in the 
class of 1863. Among his conspicuous 
acts of service was the aid given to the 
Chilean military staff in the war be- 
tween that country and Peru, for which 
the Chilean government awarded him 
a medal. 

In the Samoan disaster he command- 
ed a frigate when three American 
and three German war ships were 
foundered. He distinguished himself 
by putting far out to sea to escape the 
fury of the blow, thereby saving his 
Ship, though suffering great hardships 
for this act of bravery. The Maryland 
Legislature in 1890 presented Capt. 
Mullan with a gold watch. He also was 
Officially commended by the Govern- 
ment.

Ada Mullan, and two sons, Dr. Eugene 
H. Mullan, superintendent of the Maine 
Hospital at Louisville, Ky., and Dr.

While there, he became ill, and a 
smallpox quarantine was placed on 
the house. 

When John Hall returned to his 
home, they would not let him tn. 
They wouldn't let his wife out. 
They wouldn't ict Farrar, the cause 
of it all, out. The final blow came 
when, after Hall offered to be quar- 
antined with his wife to keep her 
company, the city council rejected 
the offer and left him out.

NEGROES’ HOUSING 
CONFERENCE TOPIC 


R. C. Bruce, Former Capital 
School Aid, Is Speaker; 
High Rents Target. 


MIGRATION CAUSES GIVEN 


The national conference on interracial] 
relations concluded its program of yes- 
terday at the Interior Department Au- 
ditorium with an address by Roscoe C. 
Bruce, former assistant superintendent 
in charge of colored schools hera, but 
now resident manager of the Dunbar 
Apartments in New York, and director 
of the Dunbar National Bank, both 
propositions sponsored by John D. 
Rockefeller, jr. He cited the Dunbar 
Apartments as a successful housing ex- 
periment for negroes in Northern com- 
munities, and said that what hed been 
achieved in Harlem could be achieved 
in other cities where negro migration 
from the South had heen heavy. 

“Not one of our 511 apartments has 
been rented,” he stated, “but since May 
11 100 per cent of thém have been sold, 
and there is always a large waiting list.” 

T. J. Woofter, jr., of the University of 
North Carolina, stated that crowding 
of negroes in cities produced excesisve 
rents and insanitary conditions. “Since 
negroes, for the most nart, are restricted 
to certain districts in which they must 
live,” he said, “the sancoming migrant 
finds the housing situation already fixed 
by the landlord and speculative builder 


and must take what is offered. The lim- 


itation of the size of these districts 
causes population density, with attend- 
ant evils. The fundamental improve- 
ment in housing can not be brought 
about by the colored tenant as long as 
colored people are restricted to sec- 
tions.” 

‘Lack of parks and playgrounds in 
the South was cited by Forrester B. 
Washington, director of the Atlanta 
school of social work, as a cause of 
negro migration. 

“Thousands of negroes are now 
roaming the streets ‘of New York, 
Chicago, Detroit and other cities in 
quest of the newer type of emotional 
outlets concerning which they have 
heard so much,” he said. “In nine 
cases out of ten, the type of leisure- 
time activity the negro has found 
available has been more harmful than 
otherwise. Agencies of wholesome rec- 
reation have been closed to him, but 
agencies of commercial vice have wel- 
comed him with open arms.” 

The conference session last night, at 
Howard University, was addressed by 
John P. Frey, representing the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, who out- 
lined difficulties lying in the way of 
organization of negros. Others who 
spoke were Roy Wallace Smith, of the 
Harmon Foundation, and Mary Mc- 
Dowell, of the University Settlement 
of Chicago. 


J.F. Diehl, Maryland 
G. O. P. Leader, Dies 


Legal Adviser of District’s 
Dry Unit Passes Away 


in Baltimore. 


Baltimore, Dec. 18.—Julius F. Diehl, 
Republican candidate for the House of 
Representatives in 1926 and for three 
years legal adviser to the Maryland-Dis- 
trict of Columbia Federal prohibition 
unit, died today at his home. 

Mr. Diehl, who was 50 years old, had 
been confined to his bed since the first 
of September, following a nervous 
breakdown. He is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Nellie Dyer Diehl, and three 
sons, Julius F. Diehl, jr., and John F. 
and J. Dyer Diehl, all of Baltimore. 

A lawyer and for several years Re- 
publican executive of the Fourteenth 
ward, Mr. Diehl] has been active in poli- 
tics for many years. In 1918 he an- 
nounced his candidacy for Congress 
from the Fourth district, but later with- 
drew, and two years ago he unsuccess- 
fully opposed J. Charles Linthicum for 
that office. 

Mr. Diehl was appointed legal adviser 
of the prohibition unit by Edmund 
Budnitz, former Maryland administra- 
tor. In 1926 he tendered his resigna- 
tion to Herbert H. White, who had 
succeeded Mr. Budnitz.

Now Similar to That 
in December, 1927. 


TRINITY SCHOOL CLOSES 


Although 46 additional cases of influ- 
enza were reported in the District of 
Columbia yesterday, Dr. William C. Fow- 
ler, District health officer, deprecated 
reports that the situation here was 
alarming, and pointed out that deaths 
from influenza, bronchitis and pneu- 
monia so far this year have been ap- 
proximately in ratio to the death rate 
from the three diseases during the game 
month last year. No deaths were re 


ported from influenza in the District 
yesterday. 

In comparing statistics for December, 
1927, and December, 1928, Dr. Fowler 
pointed out that during the whole of 
the month last year there were 58 
deaths attributable to influenza, bron- 
chitis and pneumonia, while from De- 
cember 1, this year, through Sunday, 
there had been only 38 deaths from these 
causes. 

School Takes Recess, 


Despite Dr. Fowler’s statements that 
there is no influenza, Washington is 
taking every precaution against the di- 
sease. Precautionary measures disclosed 
yesterday included closing of the Holy 
Trinity School and issuance of detailed 
instructions on prevention to employes 
of the Office of Public Bulldings and 
Grounds. 

Officials of the Holy Trinity School 
admitted last night that the school was 
closed as a precaution, but declared 
emphatically that there was no influ- 
enza epidemic at the institution. “Mon- 
day was a wet day and rather than 
have the children get wet, contract 
colds and possibly influenza, school was 
closed until after the New Year,” they 
said, 


Precautions Suggested. 


Maj. S. M. Corbett, medical inspec- 
tor for the office of public bulldings 
and grounds, in outlining preventative 
suggestions to employes, urged walking 
to and from work, taking advantage 
of sunshine and air, well-ventilated 
rooms, and avoidance of chilling, over- 
heated rooms and coughing or sneez- 
ing persons. 

The Commerce Department = an- 
nounced that during the week ended 
December 15 77 cities reported 379 
deaths from influenza compared with 
284 deaths from the disease during the 
preceding week. 

In Washington’s immediate vicinity, 
influenza seemed to be on the in- 
crease, according to reports. Annapolis, 
Md., reported 100 cases, with no deaths; 
Lynchburg College and Randolph-Ma- 
con Woman’s College at Lynchburg, 
closed ahead of scheduled holiday time, 
while colleges at Richmond and Dan- 
ville also closed earlier than anticl- 
pated. 


Increases In Virginia. 


Lynchburg, Va., Dec. 18 (A.P.).— 
Lynchburg College and Randolph-Ma- 
con Woman's College closed for the 
Christmas holidays today, a few days 
prior to the regular closing time. Au- 
thorities at both institutions said ac- 
tion was due to the anxiety of parents 
over the influenza situation. They said, 
however, it was not serious at either 
college. 

Richmond, Dec. 18 (A.P.).—Richmond 
College of the University of Richmond 
closed today for the Christmas holidays 
three days ahead of schedule on ac- 
count of what officials said was an in- 
creasing number of patients with bad 
colds and influenza. It was announced 
that the other departments of the unl- 
versity would remain in operation until 
the regular closing time. 

Danville, Va., Dec. 18.— Declaring that 
his “hand had been forced,” Dr. J. W. 
Camack, president of Averett College, 
closed that institution this afternoon 
two days earlier than anticipated be- 
cause of the influenza situation. None 
of the girl students has been or is 1ll 
of the disease he said, but a “panicky 
state of mind” by some of the parents 
nearby and at some distance had re- 
sulted in many telephone calls and 
telegrams urging him to close, some be- 
ing imperative. 

Randolph Macon Institute and Dan- 
ville Military Institute are free of in- 
fluenza and will close Thursday and 
Friday, respectively, for the holidays.

Judge Assails Police,

for what he termed their inactivity 
in clearing up the slaying. 

John A. Swanson, the new State's 
attorney elected on a law and order 
platform, said he considered the Kill- 
ing of Scully a challenge to him by 
the forces of crime and accepted the 
challenge while Frank J. Loesch, 
First Assistant State’s Attorney, de- 
clared “the miserable set should be 
lynched.” 

Dr. Herman N. Bundesen, coroner, 
summoned a jury of prominent busl- 
ness men who opened an inquiry into 
Scully’s death. 

Scully had told a grand jury of hav- 
ing been the victim of an extortion 
plot by Petittl, named by the State as 
the leader of the kidnaping band. 


Boy “Afraid of Nothin’.” 


In spite of all this excitement and 
activity on the part of officials 
ten-year-old boy, center of attention 
on the part of both State and defense, 
told reporters that he was “afraid 
of nothin’” as he came into court 
under police escort.

Taking Over Colonial Port, 
Mussolini Holds Seven of 
Thirteen Portfolios. 


SEES AID IN NEW UNITY 


Rome, Dec. 18 (A.P.)—Benito Mus- 
solini today took over the ministry 
of colonies, thus assuming seven of 
the 13 portfolios in the government 
and constituting himself a majority 
of the cabinet. He now ‘holds the 
most important departments in his 
own hands, having’ besides colonies, 
the departments of foreign affairs, war, 
marine, aviation, interior and corpora- 
tions. 

The posts held by other individuals 
are the ministries of public works, jus- 
tice, finance, national economy, com- 
munications and public education. 

In official quarters it was said that 
experience showed that concentration 
of the various branches of public ad- 
ministration under one person was 
highly advantageous. It insured uni- 


of disagreements which might reach 
actual conflict when ministries are 
headed by different persons. 

It was statd further that Mussolini 
had found it especially useful to be 
at the head of all departments having 
to do with national defense. He had 
thus been able to make the army, navy 
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and aviation groups a single unit. 

In the ministry of colinies he will 
have as undersecretary Signor Debono, 
who was one of the quadrumvirate in 
the march on Rome. Two others of 
that quartet, Michele Bianchi, under- 
secretary of the interior, and Italo 
Balbo, undersecretary of aviation 
were already in the cabinet. Senor 
Balbo attended the recent interna- 
tional aviation conference at Wash- 
ington. 

The ministry of colonies was given 
up by Luigi Federzonia. His resigna- 
tion was expected as he was made 
a senator recently. It was understood 
that Mussolini wishes him to become 
head of the senate in the new legis- 
lature. Tomaso Titton!, president of 
that body, is 73 years old and had ex- 
pressed a desire to give up the post.

PEACE IN SIGHT. 

‘The government of Bolivia is to be con- 
etatulated upon its achievement in main- 
taining peace in spite of the country- 
wide demand for war against Paraguay. 
Bodlivia’s acceptance of the Pan-Ameri- 
can conference tender of good offices 
paves the way for an amicable adjust- 
ment of the boundary dispute. The order 
td: the Bolivian commander at the front 
to cease attacks upon Paraguayan troops 
will doubtless be followed by similar ac- 
tion on the part of Paraguay. The good 
faith of the two governments Is now com- 
mitted to conciliation and accommoda- 
tion, either through diplomatic negotia- 
tidn or arbitration. It would have a good 
effect if the Paraguayan government 
should now cancel its mobilization orders. 

The Pan-American conference is com- 
petent to devise means of settling this 
dispute. The two principals can present 
their respective claims to this friendly 
and impartial body, or they can nego- 
tiate by themselves, in the calm atmos- 
phere of Washington, with every assur- 
ance that the neighboring governments 
of this hemisphere stand ready to aid 
them in finding a solution of their prob- 
lem. Chile and Peru have lately furnish- 
ed: an example of statesmanship in re- 
suming diplomatic relations and endeav- 
oring to work out an adjustment of the 
Tacna-Arica question, which is fully as 
difficult as the Bolivian-Paraguayan 
boundary dispute. The restoration of 
diplomatic relations between Bolivia and 
Paraguay would be welcomed by all the 
governments of the Americas as a har- 
binger of a friendly settlement. 

Present indications tend to confirm the 
confidence of Pan-American governments 
in the ultimate success of their efforts 
to make war obsolete. The success of 
the conference in inducing Bolivia and 
Paraguay to accept their good offices now 
becomes an object lesson showing that 
friendly cooperation among the Ameri- 
can republics is not a mere pious aspira- 
tion, but a living reality that helps to 
shackle war. The resolution tendering 
the good offices of the conference, drawn 
up by Ambassador Ferrara, of Cuba, is 
now demonstrated to have been a most 
sagacious instrument, which, while care- 
fully avoiding an attitude that might 
have wounded the susceptibilities of two 
governments and peoples smarting under 
a sense of injury, nevertheless impress- 
ed upon them with irresistible force the 
expediency of retaining the good will of 
the American nations. By adopting this 
resolution and by expressing full expec- 
tation of a favorable response the Pan- 
American conference is entitled to a large 
share of the credit for preventing the 
threatened war. 

“The arrangement now going into ef- 
fect removes from speculation the ques- 
tiébn of a possible clash between the 
League of Nations and Western nations 
im dealing with a dispute in this hemi- 
sphere. The apprehension that the coun- 
cil of the league might run afoul of the 
Monroe Doctrine in handling the Boliv- 
jan-Paraguayan question was unfounded 
intany event. The covenant of the league 
‘ddclares that nothing in its provisions 
shall be deemed to affect the validity of 


Gbvernment has not given any intima- 
tion that the dispute came within the 
purview of the Monroe Doctrine in any 
respect. If war had followed and had 
brought complications in its train ad- 
versely affecting the United States, the 
interposition of this Government in ap- 
plying the Monroe Doctrine would neces- 


sarily have precluded any interposition 


by the council of the League of Nations, 
under the terms of the covenant. The 


_ Uited States, however, does not concern 
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when, how, and to what extent the Mon- 
roe Docrine is involved in any American 
question. 


HOOVER HOMEWARD BOUND. 
President-elect Hoover !s now homeward 
bound, though still a great distance from the 


United States. He has skirted the west coast 
of Central and South America, crossed the 
Andes from Chile to Argentina, paid a brief 
visit to Montevideo, the Uruguayan capital, 
and is now bound for Rio de Janeiro. 

It appears that the culmination of Mr. 
Hoover's trip came with his enthusiastic re- 
ception at. Buenos Aires. He is now a long 
distance from the Argentine capital, but the 
full significance of his visit there is just be- 
coming apparent. Whatever opinion the peo- 
ple of Argentina have of the United States, it 
is certain that they have acquired admiration 
of the next Chief Executive. Even the news- 
papers which have been most critical of this 
country join in acclaiming Mr. Hoover. Ar- 
gentina seems to have gained a new concep- 
tion of this country, its purposes and ideals 
through the sincere expressions of friendship 
made during the tour. 

In an interview just published by La Naclion, 
leading paper of Buenos Aires, President-elect 
Hoover disclaims any intention on the part of 
the United States to intervene in the affairs 
of other American republics. He has made 
plain that there is no policy of “imperialism” 
behind the wishes of this Government for the 
well-being of all the nations of the western 
continents. Apparently Argentina has ac- 
cepted this sincere declaration. 

Mr. Hoover emphatically disapproved 
any political doctrines which tend to 
this country in the role of big brother. All 
of the American republics are of the same 
age, he said, “and the only difference between 
them jis the different historic moment in their 
economic progress. The fear of some persons 
concerning supposed intervention ideas of the 
United States are unfounded,” he continued. 
“The facts are gradually demonstrating more 
clearly and more fully that in my country 
there prevails no policy of intervention, de- 
spite any appearances of such intention.” 

The one element of discord in inter-Ameri- 
can relations has been the belief in some of 
the other Southern nations that this country 
wished to dominate the two continents. The 
facts are that the smaller republics have 
benefited much more than this country from 
any help that the United States has given. 
The United States has been interested in as- 
sisting certain countries to stabilize their 
governments and maintain their independence, 
It has never sought to dominate them. Mr. 
Hoover, in making these facts clear, is per- 
forming a service of peace and good will. 
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NEW YORK’S NEW POLICE HEAD. 
Grover Whalen should make 
police commissioner of New York City. He 
has demonstrated a genius for organization 
and administration. His career as command- 
ing officer of New York’s 17,000 finest will be 
watched with keen interest. 

Crime breeds prolifically in large cities. 
New York, Chicago, Philadelphia and smaller 
cities afford special facilities to criminals, both 
in hiding and in inventing new criminal 
methods. From these centers criminals are 
graduated and made ready to operate in other 
parts of the country. The police departments 
of large cities have an important responsibility 
to the entire Nation. Unless they are efficient 
and ever vigilant there can be no hope of 
coping with the crime problem. 

The New York police department has not 
been functioning efficiently. The failure to 
solve the Rothstein murder mystery brought 
matters to a head. Commissioner Whalen’s 
attack upon these unsolved mysteries will be 
followed throughout the country. 

The new commissioner leaves a position in 
which his salary is said to run above $100,000 
annually, to accept a municipal post paying 
$10,000 a year. The example thus set de- 
serves wide emulation. There can be no more 
worthy work than public service, and today’s 
need is for able and conscientious citizens

‘willing to enter upon careers of public serv- 


ice despite the sacrifice they so frequently en- 
tail. Mr. Whalen, and his employers who ar- 
ranged a leave of absence so that he could ac- 
cept the commissionership, are to be heartily 
commended. 


ANTONIO CRUZ. 


Not only is honesty, as the copybooks might 
have said, its own reward, but sometimes an 
honest act brings material reward. ‘Take, for 
example, the case of Antonio Cruz, of Silver 
City, N. Mex. Antonio was a bootlegger, and 
so successfully had he hidden his still that 
the. sheriff, keen and eagle-eyed as he was, 
never had been able to find it. So he asked 
Antonio if he would mind bringing the ap- 
paratus in to his office, and Antonio, being an 
honest man, complied with the request, 

Knowledge that he had performed a gra- 
cious act probably was all the reward that 
Antonio expected. He had helped the sheriff 
out of a jam, and he had acceded gracefully 
to a request that bade fair to get him into 
trouble and that deprived him of his means 
of livelihood. Surely the keeper of the\Great 
Book marked down such a performance, and 
Antonio could have expected no greater re- 
ward than that. But the district court before 
which he was haled took formal notice of his 
voluntary assistance to the sheriff and granted 
him his discharge. Thus did the honest boot- 
legger receive material reward. 

It is a pleasure to record such an unusual 
ease. Antonio Cruz is a good citizen and, as a 
bootlegger, no police department in the coun- 
try would hesitate to bid him welcome to its 
city. Antonio is.a cooperationist. He would 
not run his still if he thought any one ob- 
jected to it. One part of the story remains 
to be cleared up: What does the sheriff of 
Silver City propose to do with the liquor-mak- 
ing equipment that Antonio Cruz so kindly 
turned over to him? 


TESTING SUBMARINE DEVICES. 


On December 17, 1927, the submarine S-4 
was rammed and sunk by the destroyer Pauld- 
ing. Last- Monday, one year later to the day, 
the reconditioned S-4 was sunk by the Navy 
for the purpose of experimenting with and 
testing new submarine rescue devices. The 
first of these consist of lifting hooks, or “‘pad- 
eyes,” designed and installed upon the S-4 
for the purpose of making it easier for rescue 
crews to attach lifting pontoons. Later, after 


been completed, the | 
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S-4 will be utilized for testing the newly de- 
signed escape chamber, the underwater lung 
and other devices, 

The submarine has come to be a funda- 
mentally important weapon of offense and de- 
fense, and it would never be possible to reach 
general agreement that its use be discontinued. 
The hazards of submarine operation, however, 
were apparent, and public demand was made 
that the Navy Department take steps toward 
solving the problem of submarine safety. This 
js the plan that has been adopted, and the 
present tests with the reconditioned S-4 are 
the first tangible efforts along that line. 

Much of value will be learned in these tests, 
Only a few of the safety measures and devices 
suggested since the sinking of the, S-4 are 
practicable. By testing each under simulated 
disaster conditions it will be discovered which 
are to be depended upon in an emergency. 
Measures and devices found practicable in the 
present series of tests may break down under 
actual emergency use, but so exhaustive are 
the tests that real progress in the safe opera- 
tion of submarines is to be expected. 


PROBLEM OF THE INDIANS. 


The Government is again wrestling with the 
problem of supervision of the Indians. 
the House is analyzing the appropriation for 
the Indian Bureau, the Senate subcommittee 
investigating the Indian service is taking testi- 
mony, and President Coolidge is confronted 
with a plea of the Indian Rights Association 
to use his influence for a 100 per cent increase 
in the Indian Bureau’s budget. 

With repeated charges that the personnel 
of the Indian service is inadequate and lamen- 
tably inefficient, and with a number of surveys 
finding that the Indians are neglected and mis- 
treated, the question of the Government’s 
supervision of the reservations is a serious one. 
The recent survey by the Institute for Govern- 
ment Research found immediate need for in- 
creased funds to combat disease, save life and 
raise the standard of the Indian service per- 
sonnel, 
be as high as 67 per cent per year. 
were reported to be without medical facilities, 
and schools overcrowded and unsanitary. 
Testimony before the Senate committee re- 
cently was to the effect that Indian children 
who contract tuberculosis while at nonreserva- 
tion boarding schools in the West and South- 
west are sent home to die. 

In the annual report of Mr. West, Secretary 
of the Interior, he stated that on many of the 
reservations much of the best agricultural land 
haS already been sold or patented. He asked 
the Government to give relief to Indians whose 
land has been lost through their lack of busi- 
ness efficiency and through taxation, During 
the past year more than 150,000 acres of 
Indian lands have been sold. The Indians ap- 
pear to be losing their means of support, and 
education among them is far from sufficient 
to fit them into the general economic life of 
the country. 

The entire situation has come 
where the public wonders what the Govern- 
ment is trying to do with the Indian. Millions 
have been spent and other millions are spent 
each year for the supervision of 300,000 In- 
dians who should be capable of sustaining 
themselves. Innumerable surveys and investi- 
gations have been made. But no remedy has 
gone to the heart of the problem. 

Mr. West’s report recommended legislation 
that will apply the laws of civilization to In- 
dians on reservations, and stressed the need 
for a definite policy of the Government on 
Indian affairs. President Coolidge in his mes- 
sage to Congress looked forward to the time 
‘when Federal supervision may be properly 
and safely terminated,” and said that “a com- 
plete participation by the Indian in our eco- 
nomic life is the end to be desired.” All the 
evidence indicates that little, if any, progress 
toward that end is being realized. 

At the present time a Senate committee is 
conducting an extensive investigation into In- 
dian affairs. It remains to be seen whether it 
will give a comprehensive analysis of the diffi- 
cult problem, or whether it will submit just 
another report finding isolated abuses which 
ought to be remedied. A superficial survey 
will be of no value. The whole question of the 
relation of the Government to the Indian 
should be scrutinized by this committee and 
the findings should be translated into action. 
The Government should not throw good money 
after bad in an effort to patch up the abuses. 
The facts in the case should be brought out and 
studied, and a definite policy should be de- 
cided upon so as to bring the Indians to a 
state of economic independence.

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POISONS AND ANTIDOTES. 


With a newly invented poison gas ‘so dead- 
ly that the rulers and military leaders of the 
world would hesitate to start using it because 
of its terrible effects,’ and a newly invented 
metal twice as strong as steel and weighing 
only about one-half as much as aluminum, of 
which ‘fone might build a 400-horsepower air- 
plane motor so light that a man could pick it 
up and walk away with it,” Dr, Hilton Ira 
Jones painted a gloomy picture of future war- 
fare before the Executives Club of Chicago 
the other day. Airplanes built of the new 
metal could fly great distances carrying huge 
loads of the new gas. Upon a declaration of 
war, there would be precipitated an aerial 
race by the disputing powers to see which 
could first gas the other into obliteration. 
War would be over before it had fairly begun. 

But the history of armaments has recorded 
a constant shuffling of new equipment for 
offense against new equipment for defense. 
When the musket supplanted the spear the 
army equipped with firearms had a great ad- 
vantage until its opponent also obtained fire- 
arms or worked out new fortifications and 
stronger armor. When armored ships first 
were sent out against wooden vessels the re- 
sult never was in doubt, but the armored ship 
soon appeared as a defensive element. The 
newly invented poison gas may indeed be ter- 
rible, but it seems reasonable to suppose that 
before it can be brought into operation a 
means of defense against it will have been 
devised. ee

A stellar performance of Latin 
American music was given at the 
Pan-American Union Building last

The orchestral selections were pre-

That Brazil possesses a poet of the 
lano in Dyla Josetti was proven last 
ight in her inapired rendition of solo 
umbers written by Lecuona, of Cuba;

geveral Brazilian composers. 

Senor Bolognini, in his cello play-

Princess Hatzfeldt 
Dead in Windsor Home 


London, Dec. 18 (A.P.)-—Princess 
Clara De Wildenberg Hatzfeldt died to- 
day. She was the former Olara M. 
Campbell, adopted daughter of Collis 
P. Huntington, of New York. 

The princess was the widow of a Prus- 
slan noble and had been living in Eng- 
land since the war.

citing to riot charges, bore fruit late to- 
day when a State policeman was ar- 
rested. ‘The indictment against the 
leaders, John Brophy and Patrick Too- 
hey, was quashed earlier in the day on 
motion’ of the prosecution. 

Clarence Darrow, of Chicago, and Ar- 
thur Garfield: Hayes. of New York, em- 
ployed by the American Civil Liberties 
Union to defend Brophy ang Toohey. 
also said suits for $100,000 damages 
would be filed tomorrow against Sheriff 
Robert A, Braun, of Allegheny County, 
and others who had a purt in the arrest 
of the miners’ leaders. The suits, it,.was 
said, would be based on charges of false 
arrest and malicious prosecution. 

The State policeman taken into cus- 
tody today .was Corpi. Michael J. 
Onko, who arrested Toohey, secretary of 
the National Miners Union, who placed 
a charge of criminal assault against 
Onko. The latter was released on $500 
bail pending a hearing 


Brophy and Toohey were arrested in | 
March at a mass meeting in Renton, | 


Allegheny County. It was charged they 
had violated an agreement with the 
sheriff to confine speeches to questions 
of interest to the miners. When the 
case was called today District Attor- 
ney Samuel H. Gardner, moved that 
the charges be dismissed. He said sev- 
cral important witnesses were ill and 
that there had been riot at Ren- 
ton because officers broke up the meet- 
ing before disorder occurred. 

Attorney Hayes opposed the motion 
vigorously, but the court ordered that 
the indictment be quashed. Then de- 
fense attorneys announced action 
would be taken against those who ar- 
rested and prosecuted Toohey and 
Brophy. The latter is a former chair- 
man of the “Save-the-Union” move- 
ment and at one time was a district 
president of the United Mine Workers.

Two of Ohio’s noted Bridge players, 
Eugene R. Buss and C. J. McDiarmid, 
of Cincinnati, were the opponents of 


Mr. Work and Mr. Whitehead in the 
sixth of this season’s Radio Bridge 
Games, broadcast yesterday afternoon 
from WRC. 

The hands were: Mr. Whitehead, 
Dealer, South; Spades, 10, 6, 2; Mearts, 
A, 5; Diamonds, 4, 3; Clubs, K, Q, J, 
9, 7, 3. Mr. Buss, West; Spades, A, Q, 
J, 5; Hearts, K, Q, 10, 6, 2; Diamonds, 
K, J, 10; Clubs, 4. Mr. Work, North: 
Spades, 9, 8, 7, 4; Hearts, 7; Diamonds, 
A, Q, 7, 5, 2; Clubs, A, 8, 2. Mr. Mc- 
hae oy ey East: Spades, K, 3; Hearts, 
J, 9, 8, 4, 3; Diamogds, 9, 8, 6; Clubs, 
10, 6, 5. 

Mr. Whitehead began the auction 
with one Club, which Mr. Buss, West, 
doubled informatively, thus invitieg a 


Major bid from his partner on four or 
more cards of a Major suit, in prefer- 
ence to a stronger four or five-card 
Minor. This seemed the best way to 
find out which of the Major sults, both 
of them strong in Mr. Buss’ own hand, 
sulted his partner better. 


To prevent, if possible, a response to 
this double from East, Mr. Work, North, 
at once bid four Clubs, giving in one 
jump bid the full three-assist strength 
of his hand. His bid accomplished Its 
Bast, passed, 
He felt that his hand was too weak for 
a four-Heart bid, although he would 
have declared three Hearts had Mr. 
Work’s bid been only three Clubs. He! 
would have bid one Heart if Mr. Work 
had passed. 

Mr. Whitehead, 
the second round, and 
West, bid four Hearts. Though in- 
clined to double, Mr. Buss belleved | 
that with normal help from _§his| 
partner he could go game in Hearts, 
and he preferred game to the small | 
penalty he might make by doubling 
and defeating the four Club bid 

Mr. Work, North, and Mr Mc- 
Diarmid, East. both passed, and Mr. 
Whitehead bid five Clubs His | 
partner's jump assist guaranteed great 
help for the Club bid, and as he 
himself counted six tricks in his own 
hand, he did not consider the five 
clubs an overbid. 

Mr. Buss doubled the five Clubs for 
business, and all passed, giving Mr. |

The only way he could obtain a 
discard of one or two of his losing | 
Spades would be to establish Dummy’s 
Diamonds. This he saw he could do, 
if the adverse Diamonds were di- 
vided 3-3, by a successful finesse of the 
Queen, followed by the play of | 
Dummys’ Ace and then by the lead | 
of a third Diamond, which he would | 
trump, making the rest of Dummy’s | 
Diamonds good. 

But to bring tn Dummy’s established 
Diamonds, three trumps must be left tn 
Dummy’'s hand to provide for the very 
possible holding of three trumps by one 
of the adversaries. Declarer could then 
win the third round of trumps with 
Dummy's Ace, and recure two Spade 
discards on Dummy’'s last two Diamonds, 
thus limiting his loss to one Spade and | 
one Heart trick. 


If the adverse trumps were divided |

be necessary; In which case Dummy’'s

Trump, should allow South to select 
that contract 

2. The bidding at Contract Bridge 
should be: South one No Trump, 
North three Spades, South three No 
Trumps (East and West passing when- 
ever it is their turn to declure). It is 
a close question whether Ncgth should 
bid two or three Spades, but two would 
not portray the full strength of his 
hand. 

South, with a count of 17, could 
have bid two No Trumps initially had 
all four of his suits been stopped;

as to ask South to bid for game and 
to select either Spades or No Trump. 

3. The cards played to the first 
trick should be: West, Jack of Hearts;

South’s Club, West's informa- 
tory double, and North’s Jump to four 
Clubs would be justified in Contract 
for the same reasons that made them 
sound in Auction There would be 
even more reason for East's passing in 
than in Auction, because of 
the severe penalties that attend sets in 
Contract. 


The first Contract difference likely to 
occur jn the bidding would be when 
South's second turn to declare arrived, 
Knowing that his partner had made a 
triple jump, and that he had six Clubs 
(one more than his initial bid had 
shown), he doubtless would risk a bid 
of five Clubs—a game-going jump. He 
would, however, make his bid with 
some trepidation because its success, 
viewing only his own hand plus the 
strength of his partner must have for 
the triple jump, would be far from 
assured; but the result could not be 
very disastrous and the possibility of 
game would be too great to cast ruth- 
lessly aside. 

West’s double would be as sound in 
Contract as his similar double in Auc- 
tion Bridge, and the play in the two 
games would be identical. 

In Contract South would score 200 
below the line, and above the line 50 
if not vulnerable, 100 if vulnerable.

Representative Gibson (Republican) 
of Vermont, chairman of the subcom-

However, Gibson said, Mrs. Mabel 
Walker Willebrandt, assistant to the 
Attorney General, will be asked to ap- 
pear and advise the subcommittee as 
to the constitutionality of the pro- 
posed liquor law. 

Gibson also revealed that the sub- 
committee has been conducting an in- 
vestigation of the District building in- 
spector’s office, and that a report would 
be made public in a few days. The in- 
vestigation was ordered after the re- 
celpt of complaints that the build- 
ing inspectors were using “slipshod 
methods.” 


Would Increase Penalties. 


Jarvis, who is ajso an assistant leg- 
islative superintentent of the Antisa- 
loon League, declared that he was “dis- 
gusted” with the way liquor cases are 
handled in the courts here’ While 
he was sitting in court one day, he said, 
& policeman next to him pointed to 
the jury and exclaimed: 

“There are four bootleggers on that 
jury!” 

Jarvis charged that Renah Camalier, 
assistant United States attorney, who 
prosecutes liquor law violators, is not 
inquisitive enough in questioning can- 
didates for the jury about their occu- 
pation and their records. He advo- 
cated more care in weeding wets out 
of the juries and recommended that a 
good jury be kept on the job for a 
month. instead of two weeks, as at 
present 

He also advocated that the selling, 
‘ransportation, manufacture and pos- 
session of iiquor be 
hat all police officers be given au- 
thority to make arrests for violation of 
the Volstead act; that Maj. Hesse be 
fiven a special appropriation to hire 

ndercover men, and that one court 
be assigned to handle nothing but liq- 
nor cases until they are all out of the 
way. 


Dry Witnesses at Odds, 


Two ardent drys who testified, Deets 
Pickett and Harry N. Douthitt, dis- 
esreed on conditions here and on 
means for improving them. Pickett 
is research secretary for the Metho- 
dist Board of Temperance and Public 
Morals, and Douthitt, formerly an un- 
official dry agent for the Citizens Serv- 
ice Association, is now a Virginia pub- 
lisher. 

Douthitt declared that 75 per cent of 
the people in Washington with whom a 
voliceman comes in contact ate opposed 
to prohibition. And naturally, he said, 
the policeman is influenced by this un- 
favorable sentiment. 

Pickett denied this, saying that he 
was sure that a majority of Washing- 
tonians are in favor of prohibition. He 
advocated ‘* 1t liquor law violations be 
made a felony, * 1t Douthitt said he was 
opposed to this. 

The other witnesses were Frank Cun- 
ningham, clerk of the District Supreme 
Court, Frank Sebring, clerk of the Po- 
lice Court, and Mrs. Elizabeth Reiss, of 
the Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union, Cunningham was directed to 
bring in a report showing what dispo- 
sition has been made of liquor cases in 
the Supreme Court. 


Justice Divorce Suits 
End in Alimony Ruling 


Two divorce suits between Frank N. 
Justice, automobile dealer, and his 
wife, Mrs. Helen E. Justice, were dis- 
missed in the District Supreme Court 
yesterday by decrees providing for ad- 
justment of property rights of the 
principals. On January 3, 1927, Mrs. 
Justice. who resides at 806 G street 
northeast, filed suit for limited divorce 
on charges of cruelty and neglect and 
on May 12 instituted a suit for abso- 
lute divorce, naming a corespondent 
and charging misconduct. 

The decrees, upon which the suits 
were dismissed, ‘provided that Justice 
make payments of accrued alimony to 
his wife in lieu of a dower. The de- 
crees On behalf of the wife were pre- 
sented by her counsel, Raymond Nu- 
decker, while P. H. Marshall appeared 
as counsel for Justice. 


Autoist Is Fined $300 
For Having Dead Tags

RELATED BY AGENT 


Second Trial of Four Men 
on Liquor Charges Will 
Resume Today. 


VIOLENCE INSIDE DENIED 


A second attempt to convict William 
Deegan, his brother, Francis Deegan, 
Clarence Myers and Burgess F. Hart of 
liquor charges as a result of the raid 
on the Ambassador Oyster House, 2106 
Eighteenth street northwest, last Au- 
gust 3, was begun before Judge Gus 
A. Schuldt and a jury jn Police Court 
yesterday when the four men went 
on trial, 

The first trial, conducted early in 
October, resulted in a mistrial declara- 
tion when Charles J. Richardson, one 
of the jurors, was reported to have 
one on a party and was absent from 
ury duty for several days. Richard- 
son was arrested and sentenced to 
serve two days in the District Jail for 
contempt of court. 

Testimony of the four prohibition 
agents was taken before the trial was 
adjourned until today. District Pro- 
hibition Administrator John J. Quinn, 
who was accused by Earl E. Rickert, 
spectator at the raid, of assault, de- 
nied to Harry T. Whelan and Denny 
Hughes, defense attorneys, that he had 
seen Rickert at the raid. Quinn de- 
clared the raid was conducted in an 
orderly manner and denied seeing axes 
or sledge hammer used by the raiders 
in gaining entrance to the scond floor 
of the building. 

The defense counsel also revived ac- 
cusations of destruction of private 
property against the raiders, which 
were also investigated by the District 
,attorney and resulted in absolution to 
the raiders. 

Revenue Agents E. P. Goggins and 
Henry Thompson testified that Myers 
and William Deegan were held at bay 
with pistols to prevent destruction of 
liquor on the second floor until the 
other raiders could enter the estab- 
lishment. Revenue Agent Basil Quinn 
testified sledge hammers and axes 
were used by the raiders to smash in 
a wall and gain entrance to the second 
floor, which was barred by a heavy 
wooden and locked door. The raiders 
denied property was destroyed after 
entrance had been gained.

Squad Finds 1,500 Gallon 
Plant, in Full Blast— 
Building Deserted. 


Within a stone’s throw of the Dis- 
trict prohibition headquarters, police 
yesterday uncovered one of the largest 
illicit liquor distilleries ever found in 
the Capital at 471 Missouri avenue 
northwest. 

The plant filled the entire second 
floor of the building and was estimated 
by police to have cost #10,000 to install 
Discovery of the distillery was made by 
Sergt. George Little, Policemen George 
C Deyo and Leo Murray and Prohibition 
Agent Theodore Montgomery while ona 
tour of inspection in the neighborhood 
No one was in the building when the 
police entered. 

A still capable of a 1.500-gallon dally 
output was found running full blast 
and connected with two steam boilers 
also in operation. ['wenty-seven 1,000- 
gallon capacity vats, filled with mash, 
were also found and 30 gallons ol! 
whisky. 

Search of the premises also revealed 
2,000 pounds of sugar, 500 pounds of 
corn meal, 200 pounds of flour, 65 
bushels of coke and other equipment. 

Evidence that operators of the giant 
plant may have worked the still night 
and day without leaving the premises 
was indicated to the police by the pres- 
ence of a large supply of bread, meats, 
eggs, preserves, pickles and other food. 

Police said the foodstuffs would be 
turnéd over to the District Jail, while 
the equipment for the manufacture of 
liquor will be dismantled and destroyed 
Sergt. Little said the discovery of the 
still resulted from a strong alcoholic 
odor which emanated from the build- 
ing.

Utilities’ Loss Big, 
Despite Deposits 


Commission’s Aid Reports 
Bad Debt Figures on 


Eve of Hearing. 


Despite the safeguard of deposits, to 
insure payment of bills, the electric 
gas and telephone companies of the 
District last year lost $53.380 in bad 
debts, acording to figures compiled yes- 
terday by J. D. Murray, acting chief 
accountant of the Public (Utilities Com- 
mission, on the eve of the _ public 
hearing on the subject of deposits at 
10 o'clock this: morning. 

The gas companies were the largest 
losers through bad debts, the amount 
charged off as lost on their books in 
1927 totaling $22,043. The telephone 
company lost $20,750 and the Potomac 
Electric Power Co., $10,582. These 
losses represented amounts over and 
above the deposits made by those who 
failed to pay their bills, 

The hearings on the question of the 
propriety and legality of the utilities 
companies compelling persons who are 
not property owners or who have not a 
credit rating satisfactory to the com- 
panies, to deposit varying amounts, 
were precipitated by complaining con- 
sumer organizations, representatives of 
which are expected to appear at the 
hearing today. 


Measure Provides Fund 
For Archives Building 


The Treasury-Postoffice supply act, 
which was sent to the White House for 
the President’s signature yesterday, pro- 
vides an appropriation of $8,750,000 for 
— Federal archives building in this 
city.

STUDIED BY LADUE 


Failure to Provide Safety 
Measures Discussed With 
Inspectors. 


SECOND VICTIM IS DEAD 


Prosecution of persons responsible 
for the failure to provide fire escapes 
on the building at 201 C street north- 
west, where a fire Sunday night caused 
two deaths and the injury of several 
others, will be begun as soon as evi- 
dence can be gathered to make an ad- 
equate case in court, Col. William B 
Ladue, Engineer Commissioner, de- 
clared yesterday. 

Co:. Ladue is expected to confer with 
Col. John W. Oehmann, District build- 
ing inspector, today, when Oehmann 
is to submit a report on his investi- 
gation, and what course will be fol- 
lowed probably will depend somewhat 
on the interpretation of the law by 
the corporation counsel. 

The number of victims of the fire 
was increased to two yesterday when 
Frankie Donohue, 6 years old, died from 
burns. Edwin Percy Smith, 55 years 
old, died Monday from injuries sus- 
tained when he leaped from a third- 
story window to escape the flames, 
which had cut him off from escape by 
the only stairway. 

The building is owned by the Thomas 
W. Smith estate and is administered 
by the Washington Loan & Trust Co., 
and was leased to Mrs. Lloyd Snyder. 


Legal Question Debated. 


Whether the building came within 
the scope of the fire-escape law seems 
to be a subject of debate, Fire Depart- 
ment officials insisting that it did. 
They found, they said, several apart- 
ments occupied in the building, which 
was joined with 200 Indiana avenué 
northwest, including cooking ranges. 

Oehmann, however, apparently 1s 
not so certain, because the fire-escape 
law does not apply to rooming houses. 


Oehmann said that he wanted to con- 
fer with William W. Bride, corpora- 
tion counsel, before he determined 
whether there had been a violation of 
the law by the owners or responsible 
agents. The law provides a fine of not 
less than $10 nor more than $100 with 
an additional fine of 85 a day for 
each day the owners neglect to com- 
ply with a notice from the District 
Commissioners to place fire escapes. 

The fire-escape law was enacted by 
Congress in 1906 and amended in 
1907 and there have been spasmodic 
efforts to revise it since, but these 
have been unsuccessful, cne amended 
draft of the law reposing somewhere 
in the District files for seven years 
without any record of having been 
submitted to the Commissioners be- 
fore it was returned to Oehmann last 
April. 

Stoves Found Connected. 

The C street house was inspected by 
Thomas H. Dudley, fire escape inspec- 
tor, in 1925, on complaint of the fire 
marshal’s office following which no- 
tice was served that fire escapes must 
be installed The owners then severed 
the connections with the gas ranges 
in the various apartments and, with- 
out provisions for cooking, maintained 
it was a rooming house, which was 
agreed to, and the matter was drop- 
ped. Dudley reports, following an in- 
spection after the fire, that the gas 
ranges were in use in the house in 
some apartments at the time of the 
fire. Fire Marshal L. V. Seib also made 
the same report. 

There are hundreds of other made- 
over. houses and buildings, including 
“flop houses,” where men sleep hud- 
dled together on floors, which should 
have fire escapes, but do not because 
they are “rooming houses,” Seib said. 
Oehmann is preparing a new fire es- 
cape laws for incorporation in the re- 
vised District Building code,

An: appropriation for investigating 
and preparation of detailed plans for 
developing the grounds about Washing- 
ton Monument ‘before 1932 is recom- 
mended ,by the National Capital Park 
anc Planning Commission in its annual 
report, forwarded to President Coolidge 
yesterday. The year 1932 is set because 
of the celebration of the bicentennial 
of George Washington’s birth then. 

The commission ~lso urges passage 
of legislation permitting closing of 
streets, only parts of which have been 
dedicated, when made necessary by 
changes in the highway plan. This is 
considered essential to the much need- 
ed revision of the present street plan. 

Legislation for the relocation and 
straightening of Michigan avenue 
southeast of Soldiers’ Home is also rec- 
ommended. 

Other recommer.dations nclude ac- 
quisition of the Great Falls land, rais- 
ing the congressional limitation on 
purchasing land at a price more than 
125 per cent of its assessedgvalue and 
legislation permitting Fedefal control 
over private structures fronting Federal 
reservations. The latter may be subject 
to modification on the part of the com- 
mission with regard to small reserva- 
tions. 

Passage of legislation giving the com- 
mission power to accept or acquire by 
purchase or condemnation rights in 
land and to lease it subject to appro- 
priate conditions when not immediate- 
ly usable for park purposés, is again 
requested. 

Total expenditures of the park com- 
mission during the year were $1,049,- 
966.96. The amount spent for land 
within the 125 per cent limitation was 
$638,952.07, and that for land without 
this limitation, $370,436.32. 


Coolidges Go South 
On Christmas Night 


President’s Wife to Visit 
Mother, Returning for 


Yule Observance. 


President and Mrs. Coolidge will 
spend Christmas Day at the White 
House but will leave that night for 
Sapeloe Island, off the coast of Georgia, 
according to present plans. In the 
meantime Mrs. Coolidge will make a 
trip to Northampton, Mass., to visit her 
ailing mother, Mrs. Lemira Goodhue, 
expecting to return before Christmas 
Eve. 

Following custom the Coolidges are 
scheduled to attend ceremonies at a 
lighted community tree Christmas Eve, 
returning to the White House in 
time for the annual carol singing. The 
following morning Mrs. Coolidge plans 
to assist the Salvation Army in dis- 
tributing food, clothing and toys to 
needy families. 

Under present plans for the Presi- 
dent’s winter vacation the Coolidges 
will arrive at Sapeloe Island the even- 
ing of December 26. They may return 
prior to January 1 or during the latter 
part of the first week of the New Year. 
If the latter program 1s followed it will 
cancel the traditional New Year’s re- 
ception at the White House, an annual 
function followed since the time of 
John Adams.

Traction Officials 
Draw Merger Brief 


W. F. Ham Hopes to Have 
Statement Ready Before 
Holiday Recess. 


Officials of the traction companies 
conferred for two hours yesterday after- 
noon in regard to the draft of their 
expression of views on the reports of 
the Bureau of Efficiency and of Dr. 
Milo R. Maltbie, which will be sub- 
mitted to the Senate subcommittee 
considering merger legislation. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, W. 
F. Ham, president of the Washington 
Railway & Electric Co., said no state- 
ments would be made until their re- 
ply had been received by the Senate 
subcommittee. Mr. Ham explained that 
yesterday’s session was a preliminary 
to the drafting of the document and 
that other conferences would be held 
during the week. . 

It is indicated that the reply will be 
in the hands of the subcommittee be- 
fore Congress adjourns Saturday for the 
holidays. There are i.0 indications 
when the hearings will be held. The 
Bureau of Efficiency and Dr. Maltbie 
will be given an opportunity to make

The municipal center project calls 
also for the acquisition and develop- 
ment of the two squares adjoining to 
the south, so that the center will run 
from Judiciary Square to Pennsylvania 
avenue, but the two Southern squares 
are to be acquired later under the 
plan of the commissioners. 

Cost of the acquisition and develop- 
ment of the two squares, 490 and 533, 
will be divided, under the wording 
of the commissioners’ measure, equally 
between .-the District and Federal 
governments. ‘ 


Approval Is Expected. 


The measure is expected by District 
Officials to meet with quick approval 
by the Budget Bureau and to be sent 
to Congress in time for action at the 
present short session. The Budget 
Bureau, however, probably will not 
approve the 50-50 basis of Federal and 
District financial responsibility for the 
development of the center, but that 
question is not expected to delay ac- 
tion on the Dill. 

The cost of the two squares is ex- 
pected to be in the neighborhood of 
$2,405,000 and this money would be 
available annually, through estimates 
in the District budget, as the need 
for money arises, to get the property 
through purchase or comdemnation. 
An immediate appropriation of $10,000 
is provided, for “architectural and 
other professional services.” 

The selection by the Commissioners 
of the two northern squares, bordering ; 
pn Judiciary Square and fronting the 
District Court House, rather than the 
two blocks to the south, fronting on 
Pennsylvania avenue, was a_ surprise 
in some quarters, although the northe- 
ern section of the area, it is thought, 
can be acquired, much more cheaply 
than can the southern half. The 
southern squares are valued at approx- 
imately $6,000,000. 


Need for Start Stressed. 


“It is a start, and that is the ifm- 
portant thing,” Commissioner Proctor 
L. Dougherty said in making public the , 
action of the board in forwarding the 
bill to the budget bureau, 

“It is imperative that we begin at 
once the acquirement of necessary land 
and tne erection of suitable buildings 
to’ house vitally important municipal 
activities which now are inadequately 
housed in unsuitable buildings, some 
of which not only are unsuitable, but 
actually are dangerous to valuable rece 
ords.” 

The first buildings to be erected under 
the plans as drawn ‘y the Commis-' 
sioners, who are understood to have had 
informal conferences with budget bu- 
reau Officials on the subject of the de- 
velopment of the municipal center. will 
be to house the muncipal court, cent- 
ral police headquarters and other ace 
tivities which now are scattered.

The District Commission- 
ers confirmed the conviction, but sub- 
stituted a fine of $100 for the séntence 
of dismissal on motion of Commission-~ 
er Proctor L. Dougherty. He based his 
action on the long service of the po- 
liceman, the fact that he was no longer 
a young man, and soon would be eligi- 
ble for retirement. 


Big Apartment House

The building will be six stories at 
one end and seven at the other, due 
to the slope of Harvard street. Archi- 
tectural designs call for 148 units, of 
two to four rooms each, with. bath, 
kitchen, electric refrigeration, mechan- 
ical dishwashers, porches and other 
modern conveniences.
